SEA PLANTS ACT AS 
STOREHOUSES FOR 
CARBON 

According to S. SmiUi- from 
the Hawaii InaHlule of Marine 
Biology, large sea pbnla can 
preurve annually up to one 
gigalonne of carbon. Tlrls 
has aroused Hie Interest of cll- 
molologlals who are concorMd 
about Ihe consequences of bol- 
iiouse effect to coniwcHoo win 
Hie accumulation of cerbondlox- 
Ide. So far they are unaWe to 
determine why this accumulation 
does not lake place more 
quldkly. 


Only about SO per cent ol 
carbon dioxide, formed as a re- 
Hull ol burning various types of 
miiioral tuel, remains in the al- 
motphere. When dolermining 
the global clrmtlalion ot carbon, 
however, only llie vlablllly ol 
plankton was taken Into accomil, 
and large sea plants {macro- 
phylea) were not examined at 
all. These account lor two-thirds 
of Idomasfi 111 the oceans and 
play e much bigger role in pie- 
serving carbon tlun plankton.
